The two hour parking regulations on the principal streets in the 
yusiness section of the town which were adopted by your Honorable 
Board at the request of the merchants and approved by the State 
Board of Public Works cannot be enforced until the proper signs, 
purchased with money to be appropriated for this purpose, have been 
installed on these streets. I believe that “Stop Before Entering” signs 
at the following intersections would tend to decrease accidents at 
such points, to wit: 


On Shattuck Street, at corner of Walnut Street. 

On Bacon Street, at corner of Walnut Street. 

On North Avenue, at corner of Walnut Street. 

On North Avenue, at corner of Washington Street. 
On South Avenue, at corner of Main Street. 

On Summer Street, at corner of Spring Street. 

On Summer Street, at corner of Washington Avenue. 
On Speen Street, at corner of West Central Street. 


In response to my request, State authorities have assured me of the 
immediate installation of warning beacons at the intersection of 
Speen Street and West Central Street, a State highway, where several 
serious accidents have occurred. 


The dangerous curve which exists on Commonwealth Road near the 
Lane estate, where one fatal and several bad automobile accidents 
have occurred, might be eliminated through the joint action of Town 
and County authorities without incurring any expense for land 
damages. 


Police Headquarters 


Although the committee appointed by the Moderator for several 
years for the purpose of perfecting plans for new police headquarters 
have failed to agree on recommendations or file a report on same, 
I am still hopeful that some time the Town can boast of a suitable 
police station, to take the place of the present deplorable one. Inas- 
much as such a building could be erected on property now owned by 
the town and rented in part to the County for the use of the District 
Court, the expense would not be great. 

In conclusion I wish to thank your Honorable Board and all other 
persons who have co-operated in the work of the department.

To the Citizens of Natick: 


The choice at the town election of Judge William Reed Bigelow as 
a member of the corporation to fill out the term of the late Judge 
Mulligan caused a reorganization of the Board, Mr. Aloysius J. Doon 
being elected President and Judge Bigelow, Auditor. The other 
trustees retain their former positions. 

The Library has continued the remarkable growth, in the circula- 
tion and use of books among the people of the town, which has 
characterized it since the enlargement of the building made such 
growth possible. The year 1931 has witnessed an increase of over 
sixteen per cent in the number of books taken.out for home reading, 
besides a still greater increase in the use of books in the reading 
and reference rooms. In the past two years the circulation has in- 
creased thirty-two per cent. This means a corresponding increase in 
the work of the library staff, which has been accomplished by im- 
proved efficiency and effort, without any addition to the number of 
employees. 

We are again indebted to the Trustees of Walnut Hill School for 
their annual contribution of two thousand dollars toward the Im- 
provement Fund. From this fund the board appropriated this year 
sixteen hundred dollars to reimburse the town treasury for the 
annual payment due on the principal of the bonded debt incurred 
for the enlargement of the library, which it is expected will finally 
be completely paid off from this gift fund. 

Other appropriations from the Improvement Fund this year were 
for the grading and planting of the library grounds, for a fence 
which has proved necessary to protect these improvements, and for 
an automatic stoker for the heating boiler, which will relieve the 
janitor from constant attendance on the fire during the winter 
season, and give him time for attention to other duties. 

We commend to your perusal the following reports of the Librarian 
and Treasurer, which are part of our report, and which present a 
picture of the many-sided service given the Town by this branch of 
its educational system.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


The year 1931 has been one of continued progress for the library 
and the total circulation was 120,220 volumes, a gain of 16,627 over 
last year. 


This circulation means that according to the population of the 
town, we have given out at the rate of 87% books per capita, which is 
considered a good record. 


A request, which the library was very glad to grant, was made in 
the summer to have books sent to the Leonard Morse Hospital for 
the benefit of the nurses. For some time Miss Marion Loker had 
charge of their transportation, and now Mr. Frank O. Brown carries 
them back and forth, and we are very grateful to both for their 
services. 


During the vacation season an inventory was taken of all books on 
the first floor except the periodicals and reference volumes. Shelf 
and catalogue cards were verified where necessary, and all books 
worn out or missing were checked up from the accession records, and 
the result, while lowering the total number of volumes in the library, 
gives a more accurate number of those in active use. 


All libraries in the State were requested by Dr. George H. Bige- 
low, Commissioner of Public Health, to add five books treating of 
Arthritis, Cancer, Diabetes and the Heart, and bring them to public 
notice, which was done and being in a table shelf in the annex in 
plain view, they have received much attention. 


Mrs. Edward Hawes, who is at the head of the Girl Scout activi- 
ties, brought in two sets of books for the use of the Leaders of the 
different Troups, one set for reference, and the other for circulation, 
and the plan of having them in a more accessible place has worked 
out well. 


Being on the ground floor has been beneficial in the extreme, for 
people are ready and willing to come in now for both books and study, 
and there has never been a time when there were so many teachers, 
parents, club members and individual students asking for books to 
assist them in their special line of work, and as far as possible their 
requests have been granted. 


Many volumes have been drawn from the Boston Public Library 
through the Inter-Library Loan, also from the Division of Public 
Libraries at the State House, and the libraries of Newton and Water- 
town have contributed several when we did not feel able to buy all 
that were desired. 


Also we have had given for circulation the following books: 


Courts and Lawyers of New England, by Herbert Parker, 4 vols., and 

Dissenting Opinions of Mr. Justice Holmes, from Mrs. Henry C. 
Mulligan in the name of Mr. Mulligan; 

Girl of the Eighties, descriptive of the life of Miss Charlotte Conant, 
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from the Walnut Hill School: 
Five volumes of fiction from Mr. Marshall W. Hoyt, and 
Copeland’s Treasury for Booklovers, 5 vols., and 
Stream of History by Geoffrey Parsons, 2 vols., from Miss Blanche 
G. Harwood. 


One hundred volumes of fiction have been sent to the American 
Merchant Marine, and of this number Mrs. George A. Bancroft gave 
fifty, and Mrs. Francis M. Mahard thirty-three. These books are 
most acceptable to the sailors, and are read until they literally drop 
to pieces. 


The customary instruction in the use of the library was given by 
the librarian in October to the Sophomore class of the Senior High 
School. There were one hundred and ninety-five pupils, and the 
greater interest these scholars have shown in looking up reference 
material for themselves indicates that the time was not wasted. 


A large circulation is evidence of a live library, but it does not 
show the substantial work that is done in the reference department, 
for many volumes are used there of which no account is kept, and 
every possible assistance is given to the searcher after knowledge if 
it is desired. 


Books in the Italian language from the Inter-Racial branch of the 
Division of Public Libraries and which are placed here, are very 
popular, and are much used both here and at home. 


This room has been fortunate this year in the number and value of 
the books given, and- exclusive of series which have been mentioned 
before we have had the following:

Rand McNally World Atlas, International edition, 1931, and also 
a large Hammond Globe of the World which attracts many, 
and that with the atlas gives ample opportunity to trace ap- 

-parently illusive places that may evade your memory while 
reading. 


Mrs. George Fred Whitney sent in four volumes on the History 
of the Introduction of Pure Water into the City of Boston, covering 
the period from 1868-1895. Dealing with Lake Cochituate as they do 
these volumes are of much value, and besides they are now out of 
print. She also gave a complete set of Town Reports, and Mrs. John 
B. Leamy contributed twenty-two, so that we will be able to replace 
all wornout or missing numbers, for with continuous use there are 
very apt to be gaps in a series. 


The reading room is heavily patronized always, and many period- 
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icals and papers are given in addition to those for which the library 
has placed subscriptions. 


Rev. Thomas E. Sweeney has given a copy of “America” for some 
time, and now the Catholic Woman’s Club is sending another. They 
have also given the ‘Messenger of the Sacred Heart,’ and having 
been very active in working for a higher standard of Moving Pictures, 
through their efforts many pamphlets and bulletins have been sent 
the library for the Reading Room. 


“The Algonquin Trail,” “Columbia,” “Elks,” “National Grange 
Monthly” and the “Rotarian” are given by these organizations, and 
Mr. Horace B. Gale has supplied the “Technology Review.” 


“The Congregationalist” is presented by the Christian Endeavor 
Society of the Congregational Church, and the “Spirit of Missions” 
comes from the Woman’s Auxiliary of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church. 


Miss Myrtle Markham has contributed the following educational 
periodicals: 


Bulletins of the Department of Elementary School Principals, 

Massachusetts Teacher, and the 

Journal and Research Bulletins of the National Educational 
Association. 


Exhibitions of the Massachusetts Library Art Club are continuous, 
so that anyone interested in pictures is always sure of finding some 
on view in the exhibition room upstairs. 


The Young People’s Library under the efficient management of 
Miss Muriel Loomer has advanced steadily, as indicated by the in- 
creased circulation and use of the room. — 


Eight schools are supplied with books during the school year, and 
throughout that time at the library, there is a story hour each 
Wednesday and Friday afternoon conducted by Miss Charlotte Pineo, 
with always a large attendance. 


The books and pamphlets added a year ago for the use of the Boy 
Scouts are serving their purpose well, for they are in constant use. 


In the spring the bird houses which were exhibited at the High 
School under the supervision of the Conservation Committee of the 
Natick Woman’s Club, after being judged and prizes awarded, were 
brought here, and furnished considerable pleasure to those who were 
unable to attend that formality. 


A group of girls, who formed a club under Miss Loomer’s direc- 
tion, were taken in by her during vacation to the Children’s Museum 
and the Museum of Fine Arts, and were much impressed by what 
they saw. 


Wild flower collecting was continued and the mounting, naming, 
and arranging of them added much to the children’s knowledge of 
the flora of this part of the country, and Helen Bitsoli brought in the 
largest wariety. 


Book Week was the big event of the year, and with a fine collec- 
tion of books selected and catalogued by Miss Loomer, and aided by 
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members of the Natick Woman’s Club under the competent direction - 
of Miss Irene S. Sheldon, it was a success. 


Much credit is due Miss Ratsey and her pupils for the exceptionally 
good posters that they sent us to advertise the exhibition, and we are 
indebted to Grace Gordon, Pearl Gainsley, Beatrice Healy, Margaret 
Loring, Bessie Parker, Nelson Sabeau and John Soter for their 
artistic work. 


The post office, theatre, and both banks very kindly allowed these 
posters to be placed where they would attract attention, and Mrs. 
Harris was most helpful in running a notice each afternoon and even- 
ing of the week. 


Miss Loomer has made over the entire card catalogue the past year, 
and it is a great improvement, for since the room was opened in 1900, 
there has been a varied assortment of handwritings and methods, 
and now, with a typewriter and systematic cataloguing, it is much 
more satisfactory. 


One great attraction to children and adults alike is an aquarium 
which, with its fish and aquatic plants, is creating quite an interest 
in marine life. 


A globe like the one in the Reference Room of the Main Library 
was given for the children by Miss Harwood, and it is much appre- 
ciated. 


Cram’s Unrivaled Atlas of the World and the Children’s Catalogue 
were gifts from the Herbert Billings Rose fund. 


Field Book of American Wild Flowers was presented by the Con- 
servation Committee of the Natick Woman’s Club, and Helen Young 
and Harry Green gave books. 


A section of one of the bookcases was reserved for members of the 
“Mother’s Club” so that they could have books and pamphlets for 
special reading in connection with their regular work. 


Miss Rose Angelo has continued to give good service as a substi- 
tute assistant, and now Miss Amy Sylvester is able to be back once 
more after a long absence because of illness. 


The Library has been represented at the meetings of the Massa- 
chusetts Library Club, and the Charles River Library Club, and 
Miss Taylor and Miss Loomer attended the American Library Asso- 
ciation annual meeting at New Haven for a few days. Also, Miss 
Taylor took the Extension Service course at the Boston Public 
Library this fall, and found it very helpful and interesting. 


Chief of Police Evans and his officers have brought in several books 
which were long overdue, and from which the borrowers were loth 
to be separated. They also have rendered much assistance in other 
ways. 


We have been the recipients of many gifts of books and periodicals 
from out of town firms, organizations, and individuals, and we still 
receive lists of the outstanding books from the Board of Trade of 
Boston Book Merchants which are of much help to readers. 
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| The local papers as always have given a copy of each for the 
Reading Room, and printed all items pertaining to the Library. 


Not the least of the many expressions of kindness has been the 
flowers given by Mrs. Doris M. Barron, Mr. Charles S. Emery, Mrs. 
Fannie C. Gray, Mrs. Nettie G. Hurd, Mrs. Mary Johnston, Mrs. 
Winifred P. Walsh and members of the staff. They were a great addi- 
tion to the desk, and we were seldom without a vase of brilliant color. 


Our staff and janitor remain the same, and the same spirit of co- 
operation is responsible for our continued progress, and we still are 
fortunate in the unanimous support of the Trustees.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Committee: 


The report of the schools for the year 1931 is hereby submitted for 
your consideration. 


THE SENIoR HicgH ScHOOL 


Lhe September enrollment this year was 12% larger than that of 
September, 1930, and about 25% larger than that of September, 1929. 
This increase has already crowded jour classes in several departments, 
and has given us an enrollment which exceeds the home-room seating 
capacity of the building. Furthermore, a study of the situation indicates 
that we may expect a fairly consistent increase in high school enrollment 
for the next three years. 

The table below shows the number of members of the class of 1931 
in the various types of advanced educational institutions and in industry:

This table shows that between 35% and 40% of our graduates continue 
their education in higher institutions of learning, and that only 5% 
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‘enter private preparatory schools. In general these students attend 
preparatory schools for one or more of the following reasons: 


1. Failure to make college plans early enough in their high school career 
to choose the proper courses to prepare for college in three years, 


2. Failure to meet the required college entrance standards of scholarship 
(at least 85% in this school), due usually to lack of a schedule of 
systematic home study. 


3. Inability to learn readily enough to meet the full college requirements 
in the allotted time. 


4. Graduation from high school when still too young, in the opinion of 
their parents, to enter college.

Dartmouth College and Worcester Polytechnic Institute also accept 
our recommended graduates without examination. . 


We have made a thorough study of the commercial training require- 
ments of various business organizations, which resulted in a revision of 
the commercial curriculum. This revision has brought about not only the 
addition of modern equipment, but has also greatly stimulated the scholar- 
ship and raised the dignity of this department in the minds of both 
teachers and students. We are further attempting to enlarge our guidance 
program by making contact with the business men of Natick and vicinity 
for the purpose of placing graduates whom we can recommend for 
special types of positions. Along this line, we sent out letters last spring 
to twenty-five different business concerns. From the replies received, we 
succeeded in placing seven girls in regular positions and in obtaining part 
time summer positions for several other students. This is only a beginning, 
but it means a great deal to these students. We intend to enlarge our 
contacts as time goes on, in order to be of service in a practical way, to 
our graduates who wish to enter business. 


Last year we focused our attention on coordinating the work of the 
various departments with the work of the corresponding departments in 
the Junior High School. This resulted in establishing closer bonds of 
understanding in the departments of Mathematics, Foreign Language, 
Science and English. Special emphasis was placed on coordinating the 
English work of these two schools because this department embodies the 
largest number of teachers and is more closely connected with all de- 
partments than is any other one subject. 


These studies resulted in a well-organized educational guidance pro- 
gram which brings each pupil into conference with his parents and a 
teacher advisor before his elective program can be approved. 


-THE JuNtIor HicH ScHOOL 


There are at present in Junior High 708 pupils, distributed as follows: 
Grade VII—254, Grade VIII—251, Grade IX—203. These are distri- 
buted among 20 homerooms, 7 for Grade VII, 7 for Grade VIII, and 6 
for Grade IX. A comparison of the figures for 1928 and 1931 and ex- 
pected figures for 1932 follows:

A feature of our Junior High School organization is the flexibility of 
its courses. A pupil who feels that he is college material or business 
material in Grade VII has the opportunity of changing to another course 
in either Grade VIII or Grade IX, and the path is kept open so that a 
pupil who finds his family in more fortunate circumstances in Grade IX 
than in earlier grades may begin his college preparatory work in Latin, 
French or Algebra in the tenth grade. A pupil who is a little slower 
than his fellows in the college group may concentrate on Mathematics 
and English in Grades VIII and IX and begin the study of a foreign 
language in the tenth grade.

THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


This year we have cared for sixty pupils in the Adjustment Clinic. 
Having Dr. Wellington and her assistant with us two days a month, in- 
stead of one as last year, makes it possible for us to examine about 
twelve pupils a month. All children who are experiencing difficulties of 
any kind, either mental or social, at home or at school are urged to take 
advantage ofthis clinic. The parent has a chance to meet and talk with 
the doctor and psychiatrist and plan home and school adjustment. The 
findings are interpreted to the principals and teachers, and special ar- 
rangements are made to meet individual needs. 


Each year we are adding to the numbers of our children schicked and 
immunized against diphtheria. About three-fourths of our entire enroll- 
ment is now under this protection, a record achievement for this vicinity, 
if not throughout the state. This work is done under the guidance and 
co-operation of the local Board of Health. 


Every child in the two Special Classes has been tested for general 
intelligence and achievement in all the major subjects. These findings 
have been checked with the teacher’s judgment, the school records and 
ability grouping made within the classes. Thus a pupil may be working 
in Grade III Arithmetic, Grade II Reading, Grade IV Penmanship, etc. 
That is, he works at his own level, pace and special abilities, and this 
means a closer check-up and better work here than ever before. 


This year we had one hundred eleven pupils in the Helping Class, of 
whom ninety-seven were promoted with their classes in June. As the per 
capita cost in the Elementary system is about seventy dollars, these pro- 
motions mean a substantial saving as well as the individual success and 
happiness of those directly concerned. 


ADMISSION TO GRADE ONE 


Any child who is five years, eight months of age on or before Septem- 
ber one may be admitted to the first grade any time prior to October 1 
by the Superintendent. Any child who is less than five years eight months 
of age or over five years, September one, whose mental age as determined 
by standard tests is five years, eight months or more and whose physical 
condition is satisfactory may be admitted to the first grade. 


The State Recommendation relative to admission to Grade One varies 
from the Natick Rule in that it is not so liberal regarding those children 
to be tested, i. e. those between the ages of five years and five years 
eight months on September one. The State Department sets a mental 
age, as determined by means of standard tests, of six years or more. 


PuysICcAL EDUCATION 


The tendency in past years has been away from the old form of 
_ Swedish gymnastics with the use of much gymnasium apparatus. The 
present day program includes mainly the playing of athletic games such 
as basketball, soccer, captain ball, field hockey, and the general rudiments 
of football and baseball. Now every boy and girl can be provided with the 
opportunity to participate in some sort of athletics, thereby learning 
sportsmanship, co-operation and other traits which tend to build up 
character. It is in no sense meant to overemphasize athletics but simply 
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to provide a type of game that will interest every pupil. For those who 
are somewhat awkward, the caliber of the game can be brought down to 
their level, and from a reasonable amount of this type of exercise it is 
extremely likely that a better carriage and posture will result. 


This extension of physical education is of no added expense to the 
town as it is arranged as an after-school activity. This winter nearly 
every boy in the High School and Junior High School will be taking 
part in the basketball program, playing in either the class league or the 
varsity school team. A large portion of the girls in both schools will also 
participate in afternoon athletic games. The ice hockey team will play 
the regular schedule of games and in the spring varsity baseball will be 
organized. In addition to the regular spring season, the afternoon work 
will include track and cross country. Tennis will be provided for both 
the boys and girls and a golf team will play a regular schedule of games 
with other high schools. 


ART 


The general principles of drawing are taught in the Elementary Grades. 
with an extension of this instruction in the Junior High School. With 
this instruction of the principles is given the opportunity to study the 
various types of art work as a preparation for advanced work in the 
Senior High School. The pupils at the Senior High School may elect 
commercial art, fine arts or mechanical drawing. Much progress in these 
subjects, especially in the commercial art work has been made. 


Music 


The schools have furnished music for several public gatherings and 
school functions the past year. Both the Senior and Junior High Schools 
have had a school orchestra and now the band has grown to sufficient 
size to be reorganized into senior and junior groups. Plans are underway 
for the joint concert in June and there will also be the customary spring 
conclave for the elementary orchestras. The music work in the Junior 
High School has improved greatly. A Christmas operetta was given 
and there are two new orchestra sections hard at work, in addition to a 
boys’ chorus and a trio. Phonograph records have been provided for the 
Elementary Grades giving stimulus to the appreciation of music. The 
necessary co-operation required of pupils in the study of music throughout 
the school system provides for the finest type of training for citizenship. 
The teaching of co-operation is, after all, one of the big goals of educa- 
tion and is the foundation of community service. 


HouseHoLp ARTS 


Both the Household Science and the Home Management courses, which 
were started recently, are being allotted as many periods as other curricular 
subjects, thus providing more time for practical work along these lines. 


The course in Household Science consists of a scientific study of House-’ 
hold Appliances and Equipment, Sanitation, Plumbing, Chemistry of 
Foods and Cookery, Laundering, and a brief study of Textiles. This 
course is taken prior to the Home Management Course, giving the pupils 
a scientific foundation for the latter, 


The course in Home Management consists of a study of the manage- 
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ment and planning of the home and its routine; a study of the care of 
children; home and community health problems; co-operation in home 
living. 


Through co-operation with other departments we gain much. The 
school nurse provides general information on child care, first aid, and 
bandaging; and materially aids in the instruction of these important 
subjects. The basic principles are stressed, of color, design, stitches, and 
manipulation of equipment, but greater stress is laid on the problem of 
care and repair of clothing, needed particularly at this time. 


One particularly good feature of these courses is that a girl who, in 
the middle of the year, is failing in a subject, may enter the Home 
Management course and take it up from that point. She will then be 
credited with one-half year’s work, whereas, if she dropped a subject 
and substituted nothing for it, she would lose credit for a full year’s 
work. 


VocATIONAL EDUCATION 


To date: we have offered courses in manual training, printing, sewing 
and cooking in the Junior High School; and mechanical drawing, free 
hand drawing, poster work, sewing and cooking at the Senior High 
School. In none of these courses has the pupil the opportunity to 
specialize, due to the fact that such a large number of pupils are electing 
this work. By law the town is required to pay the tuition of any boy 
who desires to take a vocational course in a State-aided vocational school. 
We have at present twenty boys who are taking vocational courses in 
the trade schools at Worcester, Boston, Waltham and Newton and at the 
Norfolk Agricultural School. All are doing remarkably fine work. A 
larger number of boys would elect this work, which would better fit 
them for citizenship, if the schools were more easily accessible. As the 
trade schools in these other towns are gradually becoming crowded, it is 
only a question of time when their doors will be closed to Natick boys. 
Some consideration should be given to the plan of constructing a trade 
school which could be organized jointly by Framingham, Natick and 
surrounding towns. 


When boys stay on in a vocation school until the age of seventeen or 
eighteen, the factories are not crowded with young, unskilled labor trying 
to take jobs away from adult workers. When the boys do graduate they 
are trained workers and can command higher wages. They are much 
less liable to suffer in times of unemployment, as a result of their im- 
proved ability. 


Some towns are having part-time vocational schools for boys and 
men. This is a blessing for the unemployed, as it keeps up their courage 
and prepares them for a better job when business does pick up. 
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THE SUMMER PLAYGROUNDS

One of the changes that was accepted with enthusiasm was the de- 
velopment of organized games and inter-playground competition. These 
activities included baseball, basketball, tennis, volley ball, tether ball, 
croquet, horseshoes, checkers, paddle tennis, soccer, German bat ball and 
hand. ball. Included in the inter-playground schedules were contests 
with teams from Needham, Wellesley and Framingham. 


More than twelve hundred children enjoyed a “Safety Day” held at 
the Colonial Theatre, August thirteenth. An interesting talk on highway 
safety was given by Patrolman Ray Tannar and a newsreel sponsored 
by the State Safety Board was included in the program. 

At the close of the season seven playgrounds united at Coolidge Field 
in an exhibition of dances, games and field sports. The Legion Band 
from the Local Post provided the music which assisted greatly in making 
the evening a success, 


The Natick Chapter’of the Red Cross provided an important feature 
of the summer playground schedule. This co-operation on the part of 
the officers of the local chapter made possible instruction of immeasurable 
worth. In this summer swimming campaign one hundred thirty beginners 
received instruction, one hundred of whom learned to swim and sixty 
passed the “Beginner’s Test.” Forty-five were given the “Swimmer’s 
Test” and thirty-five passed. Fifty were given “Junior Life Saving 
Test” and twenty-five passed. Seventeen were given “Senior Life Saving 
Test” and all passed. All expense of this campaign was borne by the 
Natick Chapter and we trust that this very worthwhile work may be 
continued. 


THE INDIVIDUAL CHILD 


Perhaps the most significant educational change that has taken place 
in the past decade is that which places the emphasis upon the child rather 
than upon subjects. The needs of the individual now have first considera- 
tion and our chief duty is to discover the educational possibilities of the 
child and then, as wisely as possible determine his needs on the basis of 
his probable achievement and his ultimate life aim. 

Already one can begin to see the day when every child will be recog- 
nized as a living, human being—differing in his needs, differing in the 
contribution he can make to mankind— yet a member of the human or- 
ganization who must co-ordinate his life with the lives of his fellow mem- 
bers. The problem that this presents to the classroom teacher is in entire 
conformity with the attitude and opportunity of good teachers every- 
where. Even when schools operate under the general philosophy that 
identical opportunities for all children are suggested, better teachers 
always have found their real interest in the development of boys and 
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girls as individuals. Such teachers—and their number is legion—are wel- 
coming in the newer demands of modern society; a recognition of what 
has long appealed to them as the true purpose of education, not merely 
the mastery of skills and the accumulation of useful information, but 
over and beyond this, the developing of each pupil in all of his potentiali- 
ties as a happy, contributing member of society. 


ENROLLMENT AND CROWDED RooMs 


We strongly urge that the Survey Committee on School Housing 
consider the provision of extra school space in the West Natick district, 
as the Town should provide school facilities for all children in their 
home section. 


The opening of school in September found the West Natick school 
overcrowded to the extent of forty-one pupils. In order to care for this 
number, the entire sixth grade and part of the third grade at the West 
Natick School were brought down to the Junior High Portable and the 
Lincoln School. At the same time the Town is paying tuition to the 
Town of Framingham for fifteen children living in the vicinity of Ken- 
dall Lane who attend the Wilson School in that section. These children, 
as well as about forty children in the Lokerville district, are all residents 
of the West Natick School district. 


In September fifty pupils returned to the Senior High School, who 
had not been expected to return, causing an overcrowding in the majority 
of classes in that building. 


The Junior High School, which opened in 1927 with four elementary 
grades in the building now has but one elementary grade, with two ele- 
mentary grades in the double portable which was purchased in 1929. 
With the steady increase in enrollment at the Junior High School, it will 
very likely be necessary to remove the one elementary room at the Junior 
High School, thereby turning over the entire building to the regular 
junior high grades. Therefore, all the room in the center of the town 
is needed for those who reside in the center and for the pupils of the 
Junior High School. 

The addition of two rooms at West Natick appears desirable to take 
care of a community which is apparently growing. The cost of this 
addition would not be extensive and apparently could be carried by the 
Town without any great increase in the tax levy, as it is the general policy 
to pay the expenses of school construction through the borrowing of 
necessary funds. According to figures from the Town Accountant’s 
office the indebtedness for school construction in the Town of Natick 
is not excessive and in terms of the indebtedness in neighboring towns 
is very much lower.

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The Indebtedness for schools was reduced $35,700 in the year 1931 and 
will be reduced $34,700 in 1932, and $26,200 in 1933, etc. being reduced a 
certain amount each year until the debt is paid. 

The approximate total indebtedness of Norwood for schools is $724,- 
200—1930; Wellesley—$321,000—1931; and Framingham—$588,500— 
1931. 


DEPRESSION AND THE SCHOOLS 


Nothing could be more shortsighted, more lacking in proper states- 
manship, than to be parsimonious with our schools. Even if we are called 
upon to make sacrifices in order that our schools may be kept.up to the 
present standards, we must think of posterity and remember that faith of 
our ancestors in the public school. 


Superintendent Campbell of the Boston Schools has warned against the 
danger of retrenchment in education to the point where efficiency might 
be impaired and declared that it would not be proper to make the next 
generation bear the burden of the depression in ignorance and lost op- 
portunities. Our children are entitled to a better heritage than this. They 
are not responsible for the present depression and cannot be blamed 
because times are hard. 

In no way can determination to make the best of this slack period be 
manifested more impressibly and more helpfully than in seeing that 
children are prepared for their fullest development and their most useful 
living. It is a period when there must be adjustment to new conditions in 
industry, commerce and the professions. Vocational guidance will be 
especially called for in facing the new conditions confronting this genera- 
tion entering upon the work of the world. Another year in school should 
find its hundreds of thousands of youth not only better equipped in general 
but more specifically and effectively introduced to occupations where 
their services will be in demand. 

This should be the principal benefit of their postponed entry into their 
vocations. But there is the incidental good to which the President’s 
Emergency Committee calls special attention. It urges as one of the 
obiectives the keeping of all children under sixteen in school in this time 
of surplus labor and increasing demands of industry for skill and judg- 
ment. 

A further recommendation is that young people who have left school 
and who find themselves without employment should take advantage of 
this opportunity to resume their education or training. They may even 
succeed in preparing themselves for new vocations and so, having at least 
two strings to their bow, be better fitted to meet emergencies. In many 
cases they may be enabled to do what they have wanted to do but have 
not had the courage to attempt with a certain wage in hand or in prospect. 


Altogether it may be made a time of transition toward a higher level 
of American Life. Other sacrifices must be made, but they should not 
interfere with the payment of our full debt to the children and youth. 
Education is the “Debt eternal.” 

Look upon our school appropriation, not as a tax but as an investment.

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MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTENSION SERVICE 


The following report of the work of the Middlesex County Extension 
Service in Natick is respectfully submitted. 


The agricultural work has largely taken the form of making individual 
farm visits where requested. Eighteen farm visits were made during 
the year to assist in poultry, fruit and dairy problems. A talk was given 
before the Grange on small fruits. In addition, many people availed 
themselves of the opportunity of attending the county-wide agricul- 
tural meetings, such as the fruit and poultry meetings held in Framing- 
ham and the County Picnic at Wayside Inn, Sudbury. 


209 Natick boys and girls have been enrolled in 4-H Club work 
during the past season, in twelve organized and seven unorganized 
groups. Local leaders have been Miss Hannah Sheehan, Miss Theresa 
Cashin, Miss Isabel Decker, Miss Myrtle Markham, Miss Frona Tupper, 
Miss Mary Hoey, Miss Barbara Brown, Mrs. John Downey, Gerald 
Tupper, Edmund Shea, and James Coffey. Projects carried on were in 
garden, clothing, canning, food, handicraft, poultry, rabbit, and pigeon 
work. 


Frona Tupper, who completed her fifth year of 4-H Food Club work 
and who this year has done all the cooking for her family of five people, 
was selected for having done best food project work in the county. She 
represented Middlesex at the State Camp at the Massachusetts State Col- 
lege, attending for a week, with all expenses paid. 


The two-day trip to the State College for excellence in project work 
was awarded to Alice Mabardy, Emma Johnson, Adele Bregoli, Gladys 
Moore, Virginia Guthrie and Virginia Gately. 


Three Natick girls took part in the county cotton dress contest held at 
Lexington in June: Virginia Guthrie in the party dress section and Beatrice 
Marriner and Eleanor Matthews in the school dress division. 


A 4-H rally for club members and their friends was held at the 
Coolidge Junior High School in March. Many club members displayed 
products at the Natick Grange Fair. 


In accordance with a county-wide policy, a town committee has been 
organized this year. Miss Mary Elizabeth O’Connor, 4-H Chairman, is 
chairman of the committee, duties of which are to be instrumental in 
seeing that the right clubs are organized in the right places, that the right 
local leadership is obtained for each group, that adequate publicity is given 
in the town: that transportation to county gatherings is arranged, ete. 


Plans for the coming year include more work with and through this 
town committee. Particular emphasis this past year has been placed on 
garden work, as this was the “production” project which the town chair- 
man this year felt filled a particular need in the town. More organized 
garden groups with local leaders will again this year be an objective. A 
program of school sewing very similar to the 4-H first year program 
having been added this year to the curriculum of fifth and sixth grades, 
it is possible that clothing club enrollment may not be so great during 
the winter. It is likely that some summer clothing club work will again 
be carried on. More emphasis will be placed upon the training of 4-H 
news reporters to keep the public informed of the activities of the groups. 
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Fifty members of the Natick Mothers’ Club and fifty members of the 
American Home Section of the Natick Women’s Club benefited from 
the Homemaker’s Day program, a series of eight meetings, which stressed 
the saving of time, money and energy for the homemaker. As a result 
of those discussions and demonstrations, fifty-eight homemakers reported 
the adoption of 602 improved methods in homemaking. 

Mrs. Joshua Loring, Mrs. Edward Mahard, Mrs. John Backus, and 
Mrs. Harold Sears led the Natick groups. 

The Home Demonstration Agent met with the Mothers’ Club for a 
special meeting and also secured the services of the State Child Guidance 
Specialist. 

The Child Welfare Section of the Natick Women’s Club is carrying 
the 1931-32 Child Guidance program. 

In West Natick, Mrs. Joseph McGovern and Mrs. Ronald Nelson are 
leading a group of young mothers, encouraging the need to better under- 
stand their children. 

Calls were answered from 16 Natick homemakers to give information 
along specific lines of homemaking. The State Home Management 
Specialist and the Home Demonstration Agent spent one day in Natick 
conferring with seventeen homemakers on kitchen arrangement and con- 
venience, and on family budget of time and money.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEAL 
FOR THE YEAR 1931 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Appeal, appointed under Division 1, 2, 6 of the 
Building Code, met for organization May 8 and elected Judge 
William R. Bigelow as chairman and Horace B. Gale as secretary. 


Public hearings were held on September 3d and 11th, both on the 
same petition, which was an appeal from a decision of the Inspector 
of Buildings granting a permit for a private garage about nine feet 
from the boundary of Thompson Court. The petitioner claimed 
that Thompson Court was a public street, and that the Inspector 
therefore should have required that the garage be set back at least: 
twenty feet therefrom. 


The hearings were attended by about twenty persons, representing 
owners of property abutting on Thompson Court. It was decided 
on all the evidence presented that Thompson Court is not a street, 
as defined in the Building Code, but is a private way; and, as the 
building in question is not nearer than eight feet to the boundary 
of the lot, the ruling of the Inspector of Buildings thereon was 
sustained. 


It was not necessary to summons witnesses in this case and no 
charges were made for services. No other petition was brought 
before the Board during the year.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS

Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen :— 


I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Animals for the year 


The inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as ordered 
by the Department of Conservation, Division of Animal Industry, was 
made during the months of January and February. A certificate of 
health, as provided, was given to the owner or persons in charge, 
when animals were found healthy. Animals showing symptoms of 
a contagious disease were quarantined and reported to the division 
of Animal Industry. 


Sixty-four premises were visited. 1,301 animals were examined, 402 
cows, 58 heifers, 20 bulls, 820 swine and 1 goat. With few exceptions 
the animals were in good condition and the stables were clean. During 
the year a number of horses and cows were shipped in from out of 
State, which were examined and released from quarantine. Addi- 
tional inspections were made by me on stables where cattle are 
under State and Federal Supervision for the eradication of Tubercu- 
losis on order of the Bureau of Animal Industry. 


During the year 51 dogs were examined on complaints, having 
bitten one or more persons and were placed under quarantine for 
the regulation period of two weeks, they were then re-examined and 
released from quarantine on orders of the Division of Animal In- 
dustry. There have been no cases of rabies in Natick during 1931. A 
number of cases have developed in neighboring towns, and it is my 
belief that Natick has been free from this disease because of the free 
proeutaeon Clinics against rabies conducted by the Department of 

ealth.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Town of Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


On account of the Special Appropriation of January, 1931, to help 
out the unemployed, we were able to cut out lots of worthless trees 
on quite a number of the streets in the outskirts of the town as well 
as cutting and burning brush, which surely made a wonderful im- 
provement, for a time at least, as of course the brush grows again 
rapidly. The most outstanding sections were the cleaning up and 
thinning out of trees through the Sherborn Swamp where the new 
road was built the past year, and the old rubbish covered up. Those 
who have occasion to pass through there certainly must appreciate 
this improvement. Another is along the Charles River on Eliot 
Street, where we went to the river edge and trimmed up the trees 
and cut the brush. This is a beauty spot and should never be allowed 
to be marred. There is a movement on by the Massachusetts Forestry 
Association to have these road-side beauty spots preserved. On our 
regular work, nine large dead trees were removed, one live one, a 
menace to a dwelling, and four in the way of sidewalks. Also a 
number of trees on Commonwealth Road that were dangerous and 
an eyesore. We also did about the usual amount of dead wood 
removal and trimming. Sixty-six new trees were planted on various 
streets and it is hoped that this work can be kept up for a few 
years more. All except one of these trees were alive this fall. The 
Elm Leaf Beetle worked havoc on many of our trees in South Natick. 
Many rains at the time of spraying weakened the poison and having 
no way of knowing when this insect is going to hit, the damage 
was done before we knew it. They will be more closely watched 
next year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
MOTH DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Town of Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


We seem to have a slight increase in Gypsy Moth egg clusters 
this year and the report seems to be the same in many parts of the 
State. Most all the clusters are averaging very large which indicates 
healthy moths, a strong fertility in egg clusters we are unable to 
locate. The program advocated at the State Conference held in 
January is the same as in former years. We still seem to be free of 
Brown Tail Moths though they are to be found not far from us. We 
had an influx of Fall Web Worms which many people think are 
Gypsy Moths or Brown Tails and think we should take care of 
them but the fact is we do not have money appropriated for this 
insect. We took care of the thickest of them on our shade trees. We 
have no right to enter private property and take care of this nuisance 
the same as the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths. We cleaned several 
yards where the owners requested it. The moths go in cycles and 
it is hard to predict what the conditions may be next year. We 
sprayed one day for the City of Marlboro.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Town of Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 

The State furnished us with 4,000 more of white and red pine 
transplants to finish up planting the balance of the Town Forest 
which we estimated it would take; but more had died from the 
drought of the year before than was estimated so we were not able 
to do quite all. It is well it was not finished, as a forest fire was 
started in an adjoining lot and swept over into our Town Forest 
and wiped out thousands of the little trees we had planted, as well 
as about 3,000 natural growth trees—some as much as fourteen 
feet high. It was a discouraging looking spectacle, but through the 
good spirit and never-lay-down-on-the-job of Mr. James Wheeler, 
(Mr. Sargent being still in Europe), we appealed to the State for 
more trees and they gave us 3,000, but that did not plant quite all. 
There are about 2% acres more, besides some filling in where trees 
died. With the balance of the money left of our appropriation after 
planting, we spent in December giving work to the unemployed, 
cutting out the burned trees and brush. Also Mr. Sargent gave 
$100 and Wight $10 to carry out this work. There is still some of 
this work left that should be done. We are very regretful in losing 
one of our committee in the death of Mr. James Wheeler, a man 
of sterling integrity who gave his time, services and donations to 
the town freely in many capacities. He served on the East Natick 
School Committee and laid out the grounds and did the planting 
free of charge. One of his last generous services to the town was 
the laying out of the Henry Wilson Memorial Park at West Natick. 
He solicited shrubbery and gave shrubbery and trees and furnished 
truck and men and did the planting. The town certainly has met 
with a great loss.

Upon receipt of the opinion of the Town Counsel, the second meet- 
ing of the committee was held in June, 1931, at which it was voted 
that inasmuch as any further action taken by the committee would 
in accordance with the aforesaid opinion be illegal, no further action 
be taken by your committee. 


A. copy of the Town Counsel’s opinion, which is self-explanatory, 
is appended hereto.

Dear Sir:— 


The Board of Selectmen of Natick has referred to me your com- 
munication of May 12th, 1931, relative to Article 46 of the Town 
Warrant of the current year, which reads as follows: 


Article 46. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
appointment, by the Moderator, of a Committee of five members 
with full power to print and distribute a Supplement to the 
annual Town Report for the year beginning January 1, 1931; 
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said Supplement to contain an itemized list of the names and 
addresses of all resident and non-resident taxpayers of the Town; 
whoever pays a poll tax, a tax on real and personal property, 
with the comparative valuation of same for the years 1929 and 
1930 respectively; also giving the names and addresses of every 
taxpayer who shall have been granted an abatement or an exemp- 
tion from his taxes; appropriate a sum of money therefor, or 
otherwise act thereon. 


It was voted at Town Meeting that a Committee of five be 
appointed by the Moderator to print and distribute a supplement 
to the Annual Town Report for the year beginning January 1, 
1931, to contain an itemized list of the names and addresses of 
all resident and non-resident taxpayers of the Town on real and 
personal property with the comparative valuation of such prop- 
erty for the years 1929 and 1930 respectively, with the names and 
addresses of every taxpayer who shall have been granted an 
abatement or an exemption from such taxes; and that the sum 
of $1,000 be appropriated for the purposes of this article; above 
to be completed during 1931. 


I learned from your communication that there are three questions 
concerning which you desire an opinion and I will deal with these in 
the order in which they appear in said communication. 


First—Have we a right under the law to proceed with Article 46 of 
the Town Warrant of 1931? 


I answer this question—No. 


Second—Have we the power under the law to publish the abatements 
and exemptions, if we have the power to act under Article 46? 


I answer this second question—No. 


Third—Have we the power under the law to publish under Article 
46 an itemized list of the names and addresses of all resident and 
non-resident taxpayers of the Town on real and personal property 
with the comparative valuation of such property for the years 1929 
and 1930 respectively, with the exception of question Two; viz: the 
abatements and exemptions? 


I answer Question Three—No. 


The reasons underlying the objections to Article 46 may be summed 
up as follows: 


The Town of Natick has no authority to delegate the duties of 
the Assessors with respect to the assessments of property to a 
Committee or to any other persons other than the Board of Assessors. 
It has been said in our Massachusetts Decisions that Assessors are 
not agents or servants of the Municipality where they are elected, 
but are public officers whose powers and duties are fully defined by 
the Legislature. 


Walker vs. Cook, 129 Mass. Reports 577. 
Knight vs. Thomas, 93 Maine 494, 501. 


The records of the Office of the Board of Assessors are kept in 
accordance with the General Laws of this Commonwealth, and as 
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such are in the exclusive custody of said Assessors and cannot be 
removed from the Assessors’ Office for any of the purposes contained 
in Article 46 as hereinbefore set forth. I believe that if the Town, 
in Town Meeting assembled, should request the Board of Assessors 
of Natick to print and distribute a supplement to the Annual Town 
Report containing an itemized list of the names and addresses of all 
of the resident, and non-resident taxpayers of the Town; personal 
property; real estate; and Poll Taxpayers and the comparative valua- 
tion of same for the years 1929 and 1930 respectively, and appropriate 
a sum of money to cover the expense of the work to be done, this 
I believe would not be objectionable and would be complied with by 
the Board of Assessors, but I am firmly convinced that there is no 
authority for allowing a Committee of citizens to be delegated to do 
this particular work, and that the Town of Natick could not by vote 
in Town Meeting compel such action on the part of the Board of 
Assessors. 


I am of the opinion that a Committee of citizens appointed under 
said Article 46 would have no legal authority to publish the names 
and addresses of every taxpayer who shall have been granted an 
abatement or exemption from his taxes, and I believe that the Town 
would have no authority in compelling such action by the Board 
of Assessors. In that connection the Board of Assessors are under 
no obligation to publish the names and addresses of taxpayers who 
have been granted abatements or exemptions of their taxes, as it is a 
duty not required of the Board by the General Laws of Massachusetts. 


If the citizens at any Town Meeting requested the Board of 
Assessors to publish the names and addresses of every taxpayer who 
shall have been granted an abatement or exemption from these taxes, 
and appropriated a sum of money for that purpose, it would be 
wholly within the discretion of the Board of Assessors to comply 
with the Town’s request or not. 


It has always been the opinion of the Tax Commissioner of the 
Commonwealth that abatements and exemptions while public records, 
and while open to public inspection in the office of the Board of 
eet ee should not be published, it not being a requirement under 
the law. 


It is also the opinion of the Commissioner of Corporations and Taxa- 
tion of our Commonwealth that all records of the Assessors’ Office 
are available to every citizen of the Town of Natick for inspection 
during the office hours of our Board. 


It is possible that a group of Natick citizens could copy from the 
records of the Office of the Board of Assessors the names and 
addresses of every taxpayer who shall have been granted an abatement 
or exemption from his taxes, and publish the same at the Committee’s 
own expense and wholly apart from any Town action, or authority. 
The records in the Assessor’s Office are public records open to the 
inspection of every citizen and should he or any group decide that 
the names should be published at his or their own expense and 
without having any connection with the Town of Natick, I see no 
reason why this could not be done irrespective of the fact that it 
cannot be demanded as a matter of law from the Board of Assessors. 
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If there is any further information which you desire relative to 
this matter, I wish you would write me further about it.

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REPORT OF TOWN PLANNING BOARD 


FOR THE YEAR 193! 


THE FUTURE OF NATICK 
To the Town Meeting, March, 1932: 


A time of business depression and high taxes is not favorable for 
ambitious plans of town improvement. The Planning Board does 
not propose this year to undertake any planning work requiring 
special appropriations. But this year is a good time to take stock of 
the things that need to be done as soon as possible, if Natick is to 
grow into a happy and prosperous community. 


WHEN TO PLAN 


It has been said that “in 1787 our forefathers planned a nation, 
but nobody planned our cities.” They were left to grow up by 
chance, like Topsy, and are now paying the price of topsy-turvy 
growth—in traffic congestion, fire hazards, ugly, unhealthful slums 
and children languishing for want of playgrounds. In the-last report 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public Welfare, Mr. E. T. Hart- 
man, State Consultant on Town Planning, says: “The large cities 
are beyond the point of sound planning at a reasonable cost, and 
they do, and will, shuffle along as best they can. In the meantime 
many small towns wait. They insist they do not need plans until 
they are like Boston or New York. Will their fate be that of the 
large cities? Large places cannot do the work as it should be done, 
and these small places will not do it while it can be done.” 


Whether Natick shall develop into another slum city, or into a 
handsome and well ordered municipality, chosen for homes and busi- 
ness by people of means, with resultant lightening of tax burdens, 
depends on whether we, as far-sighted planners, look forward to the 
conditions that will confront our children in another twenty or thirty 
years, and prepare intelligently for them, or whether we short- 
sightedly exploit the present, without regard to future consequences. 
The future of Natick will be what we, of the present, make it. 


The only large American city that was built on a plan is the 
National Capital; and it still, after 140 years, bears witness to the 
genius of the master-planner, George Washington, whose vision into 
the future stood without a peer. We can pay no better tribute te 
his memory 1 this anniversary year than to follow his example, and 
plan for the future of our town. Two things are necessary for 
progress: first, plan the work; second, work the plan. The second 
is often neglected until tre opportunity is lost. 
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PLAN FOR CHILDREN 


An eminent authority at the recent Housing Conference in Wash- 
ington said: “Most of our native criminal class are products of city 
slums. If the character and health of these children were watched 
and nurtured, a criminal type of child would not develop. It would 
be difficult to over-estimate what the single item of adequate play- 
ground facilities would mean in the bringing up of normal city 
children.” 


Any neighborhood where the children have no playground but the 
streets quickly becomes a slum. People who can afford to live else- 
where move away from it. Unless we want our town to develop into 
a slum city, we must reserve open spaces in plenty for playgrounds 
and recreation areas, before the increase in population and building 
leaves no place for them. They will be needed not only at all sites 
for future schools, but widely distributed in all residential neigh- 
borhoods. Already in certain sections it has become very difficult 
to find available space, and the difficulty and cost mount up with 
every year of delay, until finally recreation space may be had only 
by tearing down buildings, as they are obliged to do now in Boston, 
New York and other cities. 


The Planning Board hopes soon to present some more definite 
recommendations in this line, where early action is essential to the 
future welfare of Natick. 


GUARD THE ZONING LAW 


Equally important with making our plans for future growth is 
the holding of advances already made. The report of the State 
Department before quoted states that the first year’s experience 
with a zoning law is often marked by attempts of interested parties 
to break it down, before its benefits have become apparent, and 
warns us that “there is usually constant effort to break into residence 
areas with business.” The report says further: “It has been dis- 
covered that an average of about 50 feet of street frontage per 100 
of the population can be used for business. After a district has the 
necessary business area, the worst thing that can be done is to add 
to the business area.” The additional land could be more profitably 
used for the homes and industries that support the business area. 


On this basis, Natick is already over-zoned for business. Instead 
of 50 feet, it has an average of 400 feet of street frontage reserved 
for commercial business, or eight times the average that can be 
profitably employed. There is much more than enough room to 
provide for all the new stores, filling stations, etc., that will ever 
be wanted, and it would be more reasonable to reduce the area 
allotted to business than to extend it; but it is often difficult to 
restore a business area to residence, because any business once 
established there cannot be zoned out, though it does keep out the 
better class of residences. 


Amendments to the law which grant special business privileges to 
individuals in residence districts are called “spot zoning.” If such a 
privilege is granted in one case a precedent is established that is 
hard to overcome; and if the main purpose of zoning, to keep 
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business and homes separate, is not to be completely frustrated, 
efforts to attack the law piece-meal must be firmly resisted. 


TOWN FORESTS 


Another important matter affecting the future welfare of the 
community is the utilization of waste land by the planting of town 
forests. There are numerous swampy tracts admirably suited to 
growing trees and of little value for any other purpose. These, if 
taken by the Town and planted with seedlings furnished by the State — 
Forester, will become in future years a source of employment and 
revenue, as well as of beauty and recreation, for the townspeople. 
No opportunity to acquire forest land now at reasonable cost should 


be allowed to pass. 


MAIN THOROUGHFARES 


A project that will pay good dividends in the immediate future 
is the completion of the town plan of main highways. The Planning 
Board some years ago had surveys made and laid out lines for 
proposed roads in the western and northern parts of Natick. These 
proposed main roads are shown by dotted lines on the maps dis- 
tributed with the Town Report for 1930. They have been accepted 
by vote of the Town as a guide for future street development. 


A similar survey and plan should be made for the southern and 
southeastern sections, which need only a few more main roads to 
make accessible a splendid residential tract, which under zoning 
protection should invite settlement by substantial people. 


NEW GATEWAYS TO NATICK 


The George Washington Highway, now under construction on 
the line of Worcester Street, which will be the finest road in the 
State, is destined to become the principal line of travel between 
Natick and points east and west, and calls for improved connecting 
roads into the central part of the town. The straightening and relo- 
cation of Oak Street, and its extension to East Central Street as 
shown on the planning board map, by a new bridge over the railroad 
at the ledges east of the McGrath meadows, would furnish such a 
connection and would also afford the shortest route to and from 
East Natick. The section of Natick north of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad offers the greatest opportunity for future growth, and your 
Board recommends a careful study and survey at an early date of 
this most direct route to the northeastern part of the town, as 
well as the acceptance of Middle Street, to take care of future 
“acrease of traffic. 


OTHER NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS 


Another improvement badly needed is a public comfort station 
in the main business section of the town. Later should come plans 
for a municipal building and civic center. 
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WORK OF THE PAST YEAR 


The Planning Board at the beginning of the year devoted its atten- 
tion to the final preparation of the zoning law, holding six hearings 
thereon with the Selectmen in different parts of the town, and 
co-operated in bringing the report of the joint committee before 
the town meeting. This part of our work we believe is as. important 
as any other, and the acceptance of the proposed law without amend- 
ment by a large majority of a well attended town meeting repays 
us for our efforts. 


The Board prepared last year a set of rules for the laying out 
of new streets, under the provisions of the Board of Survey law, 
recently accepted by the Town, which rules have been adopted by the 
Selectmen and printed as an appendix to the Building Code. We 
prepared also an Index to the Code and an alphabetical list of all 
streets, showing their location on the map and whether _or not they 
had been accepted as town ways. This list was printed and distributed 
under the direction of the Board together with the zoning regulations, 
as approved by the Attorney General. The Board also drew up a 
code of rules for the regulation of filling stations, which we recom- 
mended to the Selectmen as conditions for the granting of permits. 
A copy of these rules follows this report. The Chairman and 
Secretary attended the State Conference of Planning Boards called 
by the Governor at Lowell on October 7th and 8th. 


In conclusion we may say that the Planning Board has had no 
cause to complain of the treatment of its plans by the voters, as all 
that have been put forward in its fifteen years of service, with a 
single exception, have been finally adopted.

GENERAL RULES FOR FILLING STATIONS 


TOWN OF NATICK, MASS. 


The following conditions, established under Division 1.1.2 of the 
Building Code, shall apply to all gasoline filling stations for motor 
vehicles hereafter located or erected in Natick, except in case it is 
otherwise specially ordered by the Selectmen. They are to be ob- 
served in all applications for permits and incorporated by reference 
in all permits and certificates of occupancy and use issued for such 
stations by the Inspector of Buildings, 

1. Gasoline pumps shall be set back fifteen feet, or more, and 
all larger structures, pits, car-lifts and buildings, twenty feet or more, 
from the public way. 

2. The lot occupied by a filling station shall be separated from the 
public way by a curb, or fence, except at two entrance driveways, 
each not over fifteen feet wide. 

3. Only necessary motor supplies and accessories, and the equip- 
ment required in the business of furnishing them, shall be sold or 
kept on the premises. 

4. Advertising signs and sign-boards permitted on or pertaining 
to a filling station shall not exceed thirty-two square feet in aggregate 
area, shall not extend outside the boundary of the lot,-and shalf 
advertise only the business there conducted. 


5. All buildings, or parts thereof, accessory to a motor vehicle 
filling station, which are used for keeping motor oil or other inflam- 
mable fluid, shall have the inside of walls and ceiling and the outside 
of walls made of or covered with incombustible or approved fire- 


resistive material.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the eleventh annual report of the Board 
of Public Works. 


The roadways of the town are in very fair condition. Last year 
the Board in their report specified how the miles of roadway had 
increased since there had been any increase in the appropriation for 
oil, and asked that $19,000.00 be appropriated for oil. The Town 
meeting voted $17,000.00 and while the $19,000 could have been ex- 
pended to advantage, the $17,000 enabled us to improve many of 
the streets. 


The following streets have been improved: Pond Street from 
High Street to the old Hill ice house; Walnut Street from North 
Avenue to Shattuck Street and South Main Street from the Sher- 
born Line northerly 2550 feet; all the above being macadam con- 
struction. 


The following streets are gravel, tar, or oil treated,—Broad 
Street, Fairview Avenue, Byron Road, Bacon Street, Pine Street, 
Kendall Lane, and Highland Street. 


Eighty Two Hundred and Thirty-five linear feet of drains were 
laid from ten to forty-two inches in diameter, and sixty-four new 
catch basins were constructed. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 
Pumping Station is in excellent condition. The following water 
mains have been laid or relaid during the year.

SEWER DEPARTMENT 


Fourteen additional connections have been made during the year. 


The 1930 report stated that in addition to the actual repairs, im- 
provements were made in the arrangement of the pumps and fittings. 
That this was money well expended is proved by the records of the 
year, which show that the pumps pumped 455 gallons of sewage per 
pound of coal against 308 gallons the previous year, or an increase of 
almost 50 per cent in efficiency.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDEN® 
To The Board of Public Works:

I herewith submit the following report of the activities and 
financial standing of the Department of Public Works for the year 
ending December 31, 1931. 


Tables accompanying this report give all the data relative 
to the streets either constructed of macadam or gravel, the streets 
treated with bituminous materials, drains laid and streets built 
under the Betterment Act.

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GENERAL 


With the increased traffic, road construction has adhered to 
the principle of building not cheaply but the best, and this principle 
has been carried out in the construction of stone roads in Natick, 
as may be seen in the following construction report, a good gravel 
base was built where necessary before the macadam surface was 
constructed. 


When a new .road fails many place the blame on the new 
surface and say it is a poor job, when the failure was due to an 
inadequate base or improper drainage. 


The total area of macadam constructed during the year was 
19,011 square yards, and about 40,730 square yards of gravel con- 
struction tar or oil treated, also 30,212 linear feet of old gravel 
roads received their first treatment of tar or oil. 


With the increased automobile traffic during the winter 
months, the sanding of slippery streets has greatly increased. The 
ice formed by the packing and freezing snow or that which has 
melted creates a hazard, especially on hills, curves and street 
intersections.

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CONSTRUCTION 


There was some important and much needed construction work 
completed during the year. Pond Street from High Street to Hill’s 
Ice House was constructed of broken stone penetrated with asphalt. 
The old sub grade was particularly soft and it was removed to a depth 
of 12 inches below the base of the stone surface, and was replaced 
with a good grade of gravel, thereby constructing a good foundation 
before the broken stone was laid. A road constructed on an inade- 
quate base is doomed to failure, if not altogether, at least in spots. 


Walnut Street from North Avenue to Shattuck Street was laid 
in two courses, the lower course containing broken stone penetrated 
with asphalt and the upper course containing an asphalt hot mixture; 
the combined depth of the two courses was about six inches. The 
foundation was removed to a depth of 12 to 18 inches below the base of 
the stone surface and was replaced with a good grade of gravel. The 
old underground drainage was replaced and new additional drains 
constructed. 


South Main Street has been constructed of macadam from Sher- 
born Line northerly about 2550 feet. A cable guard fence was con- 
structed on the East and West side of the road through the swamp, 
which should minimize accidents due to automobiles leaving the 
road. 


The following streets, voted to be constructed under the Better- 
ment Act have been completed during the past year. Broad Street, 
Fairview Avenue, and Byron Road. 


The work this year includes the following roads constructed 
of gravel and treated with tar. Bacon Street, Pine Street, Kendall 
Lane, and Highland Street Extension. Following are the streets 
repaired and drains laid with special appropriations during the year.

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REPORT OF PARK DEPARTMENT 


January 10, 1932. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Natick: 
We submit herewith our report for the year ending December 31, 1931. 


This year has been one of notable achievement by the Park Depart- 
ment, as evidenced by the many worthwhile improvements which have 
been brought about. 


At the South Natick bathing beach two young women were placed 
in charge as life guards and also to give instructions to the children 
in swimming, a very valuable contribution to their welfare. In addition 
life ropes were run from the rafts to floats to prevent bathers from being 
washed over the dam. 


At Memorial Park beach there were two male life guards who very 
ably cared for the needs of the bathers at this popular resort. The 
lighting system at this bath house was completed, and a few other minor 
improvements made. 


In connection with our Beaches and Parks we think it worthy of 
mention that in spite of their greatly increased use by our citizens there 
was not a single fatality this year. 


Aside from the regular care given to the playgrounds the backstops 
at both the Hunnewell and the Coolidge Field grounds were put in first 
class condition by much needed repair. 


This year also the loam was changed in all the flower beds, some- 
thing which has not been done for several years. 


One of the most noteworthy accomplishments was that relating 
to the Henry Wilson Shop. The Department donated to the Fund the 
sum of $100.00. The Shop itself was moved back away from the highway 
and the ground immediately surrounding it leveled and greatly beautified 
by the addition of flagstone walks and shrubbery. 


In addition to all of these items a greatly needed change was made 
at the Park Department House by the installation of a new furnace. 


There are of course other changes and improvements to be made, 
but these, we feel, will be properly taken care of as funds become avail- 
able for their execution.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
December 31, 1931. 


The trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital have the honor to submit 
their report for the fiscal year closing December 31, 1931. 


The year has been an uneventful one in the life of the hospital, which 
has been open 365 days and nights for the reception and temporary 
alleviation of those in distress. There are but few outstanding features 
which should be recorded here. 


In the reports for 1928, 1929 and 1930, mention was made of the studies 
being given by the Trustees of possible additions to allow more room 
for patients and additional dining room facilities for the nurses and help, 
now much overcrowded. During these studies the ideas of the Board 
have changed somewhat. At the outset only a small addition was proposed 
to supplement present facilities. Later it was the feeling of the Trustees 
and also of the Executive Committee of the Staff, that an entire new 
unit should be erected, doing away with the Main hospital building for 
patients, utilizing the same simply for administration purposes. During 
this past year, but little thought has been given to the problem, it being 
believed that, owing to general economic conditions which are liable to 
continue for some time to come, we cannot expect the citizens of Natick 
and the surrounding towns to respond should a drive be started to obtain 
the necessary funds to build a new structure. As has been previously 
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reported, your Trustees believe that if a sizable unit is erected, no part 
of the invested funds should be used for the construction of any addition 
to present buildings or for new structures since receipts from our in- 
vested funds will no more than make up the difference between what it 
costs the hospital to care for patients and the amount paid by such 
patients for the service. 


We are satisfied that some time must elapse before general business 
conditions return to what might be classed as normal. It is possible, 
and we believe probable, that certain activities which, during the boom 
times ending in 1929, were considered necessary, may be to a large ex- 
tent discontinued and it is possible, after adjustments have been made, 
that the services demanded of hospitals may be somewhat modified. The 
Trustees have, therefore, not favored spending any time or money in the 
development of plans for either an addition or a new structure, believing 
that before these plans can be intelligently prepared we must know more 
about the conditions which will have to be met. 


Early in January, Dr. Ewald G. Baum, serving on the surgical side 
of the Visiting Staff, submitted his resignation, owing to pressure of 
other work. Dr. Joseph A. Daley was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


We have added to the Staff the following :

In May, owing to the benefit which the hospital had received by the 
legacy of the late Samuel G. Chickering, who was a resident of Dover, 
the Board decided to allow Dover residents the same rates as those in 
Natick. 


Regular quarterly meetings were arranged for conferences with the 
Executive Committee of the Staff. It is the feeling that these conferences 
are of much benefit to the Hospital as they allow of an opportunity for 
those physicians to directly bring to the Trustees such changes as they 
feel may be beneficial to the Hospital. 


During the year the Hospital furnished service to patients admitted 
at the direction of the Board of Public Welfare, the charges for which 
calculated simply at Ward rates amounts to $1545.65. For this service the 
Hospital received no compensation. On the other hand, the ‘Hospital 
pays for water, sewer, and repairs made to its roadways by the Public 
Works Department, the same rates as private individuals. In the opinion 
of your Trustees the appropriation to be expended under the direction 
of the Board of Public Welfare should contain an amount which the 
Board may use to recompense the Hospital for service rendered patients 
admitted by the Board’s directions. 


We would call special attention to that portion of the Superintendent’s 
report noting the excellent assistance the Fire Department has given in 
caring for and operating the ambulance. The co-operation of the Fire 
and Police Departments is much appreciated. 


The Superintendent, Miss Erpestad, the Assistant Superintender:, 
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Miss Nelson, the Dietician, Miss Phillips, together with the the other 
assistants and nurses, have given their best to keep the Hospital on the 
high plane of efficiency which it has reached during Miss Erpestad’s ad- 
ministration. As has been previously noted in these reports, the 
Hospital is on the approved list of the American College of Surgeons. 


To the Staff we wish to extend our grateful appreciation of the manner 
in which they have carried on their exacting duties, many times at much 
personal inconvenience and also in many cases without any compensation. 


We trust that the service which has been rendered by the Hospital 
during the past year has met with the approbation of the citizens of 
Natick. 


The Treasurer’s and Superintendent’s reports follow and are to be 
considered as a part of this report.

COMMENTS 


All items of cash receipts shown by your records for the year as sum- 
marized in Exhibit “A” were checked into bank statements of the Natick 
Trust Company and appeared to satisfactorily account for income re- 
ceived from operations of the hospital; income from investment funds, 
securities and savings bank deposits; and proceeds of investment securi- 
ties maturing within the period under review. 


All disbursements of the Treasurer were found to have been made by 
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check and supported by properly approved vouchers; and the balance of 
cash on hand at the close of the year verified by reconcilement of state- 
ment from your depository at that date. 


An examination of records and accounts maintained at the hospital 
office was made to the extent of testing the accuracy of charges to 
patients’ accounts; and a comparison of income from operations and cash 
receipts therefrom with monthly reports submitted to your Treasurer. 
Pay roll and petty cash disbursements were checked for the year and 
found to have been properly approved; and the amount of petty cash 
on hand in agreement with the imprest fund. 


Amounts owing on patients’ accounts as shown by the accounts receiva- 
ble ledger were listed and total adjusted with the general ledger control 
account. Credits for free treatment were checked and found to have been 


made only with the approval of your officers or upon order of the Board 
of Public Welfare. 


Investment securities—stocks and bonds shown by your records to 
have been owned at December 31, 1931 were examined and found to 
have been kept under double control in a safe deposit box in the Natick 


Trust Company. These securities are listed at cost or book value in 
Exhibit “B”. 


Investment and special funds on deposit in the Natick Five Cents 
Savings Bank and Savings Department of the Natick Trust Company 
were verified by examination of the respective pass books.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital: 


There were 62 less patients admitted this year than in 1930. It 
is interesting to note that the number of patients occupying private 
rooms differed but one; there was a noticeable decrease in the num- 
ber of private ward patients and a larger number admitted to the 
ward services. 


There were five less ambulance calls made than during the 
previous year. 


In the laboratory, 3283 tests were made, an increase of 719 over 
last year. Dr. Dalrymple, the pathologist, was granted permission to 
bring medical students to autopsies performed here. The work in 
the X-ray department also showed an increase. 


To the hospital equipment were added: an Infra-Red Lamp, a 
portable Scialytic Light, a Dare Hemoglobinometer, Ayers, Spinal 
Manometer, and a Blood Pressure Apparatus. Faucets with elbow 
controls were installed in the scrub-rooms in the operating room. 


The basement under the Pavilion had the remaining heating 
boxes removed; a new ceiling installed; and the walls white washed. 
Radiators were installed in rooms 24, 25, and 26. 


A pump was purchased for the Boiler room. 
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In the Nurses Home, fourteen rooms had ceilings panelled and 


painted. Several other rooms were painted.

ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS AND INFORMATION FOR 
APPLICANTS TO THE LEONARD MORSE HOSPITAL 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES 


The Leonard Morse Hospital Training School for Nursing was 
established in 1900. 


The course of three years includes a preliminary term of four 
months and an affiliated service of six months in Pediatrics, Medical 
Nursing, and Gynecology at the Boston City Hospital. A two months’ 
course in Public Health Nursing with the Brookline Health Centre 
is offered as an elective to a limited number of senior students. 


Candidates should be between 18 and 35 years of age, and of good 
moral character. 


Preference will be given to those applicants whose high school 
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records show the best preparation for entering the School of Nursing. 
The high school course recommended includes four years of 
English, one year of Elementary Science, one year of Biology, at least 
one each of Chemistry and History, and some of the higher Mathe- 
matics. 


In order to protect nurses during their training all students are 
required to be immunized against such communicable diseases as 
the authorities of the School deem advisable. Certificate of vaccina- 
tion against small pox within one year of entrance is required. 


Classes enter in February and September. 


Lectures and clinics are given by members of the medical staff 
and surgical staff and by special lecturers. Class work is under the 
direction of one full time and five part time instructors. 


The Hospital is ideally located and the students are housed in a 
pleasant Nurses’ Home. 


Maintenance and a reasonable amount of laundry are furnished 
by the Hospital during the three years. An allowance of $10.00 a 
month is given after the preliminary term. 


The School is approved by the Massachusetts Board of Registra- 
tion of Nurses. It is non-sectarian. 


Whenever possible it is desirable for candidates to make personal 
application by appointment any week day.

Our Diphtheria Prevention Program was carried out this year 
as in previous years at the High School, during which a large group 
of Public School and Parochial School children were Immunized. 
Pre-School children were also Immunized at this Clinic. 


During the past year this Department installed a refrigerator 
at the office and now carry all State Biological Supplies for use by 
the physicians of this Town. 


In September of this year the new Middlesex County Sanatorium 
at Waltham was opened and five of our patients at the Rutland State 
Sanatorium were transferred to Waltham. There are three more of 
our patients still at Rutland and will be transferred in the Spring 
of 1932. 


The charge to this Town for patients at our new Hospital is

Attached herewith is a generalized report of my work as Public 
Health Nurse for the year 1931. 
Contagious Disease: 


Quarantine and Release calls, 535 
Complaints and follow-up, 153 


During the year we have experienced considerable trouble in the 
enforcement of Contagious disease Quarantine. 
Toxin-Antitoxin Clinic: 


A general Anti-toxin Clinic was held by our Health and School 
Departments at the High School. 282 Public, Parochial and Pre- 
School children received treatment at this Clinic. 

Parochial School: 


Contagious disease reporting and checking was carried out during 
the year. 


Physical examinations were given the children by the School 
physician Dr. Gertrude Lavelle. Each child was weighed and meas- 
ured. Special home visits were made by me on nutrition and other 
defects found during the examination. 
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Tuberculosis: 


General home follow-up calls 108 
New cases reported 13 
Visits to Consultation Clinic with Suspects 

and Contacts 20 


Dental work was given to four cases during the year and much 
nutritional and other assistance has been given this year. 


The State Ten-year Programme was held as usual during the past 
year. Recommendations for Preventorium care and Summer Camp 
health work was given special attention. During the past year four 
children have been entered at our State Preventoriums. 


Eight Natick children spent one month at our County Health 
Camp. Three of these were cared for at Camp on the proceeds of 
our Christmas Seal Sale, under the direction of Mrs. Clarence Howe. 


We also received seventy dollars ($70.00) by personal and special 
Club donation to help meet the Camp expenses. The balance of the 
expense was handled, as in other years, by our Health Department 
under Tuberculosis Control expenditure. 

Child Hygiene: 


Total attendance during the year, 1323 
New cases registered, 238 


During the year eight cases were referred to Boston Hospitals. 
The necessary treatments were given at Orthopedic, Chest, Habit 
Clinics, Muscle training, etc. 


We have received many personal donations for Milk, Cod-liver 
Oil and other necessities during the year, and these have been greatly 
appreciated. Clothing for small children has been donated and dis- 
tributed. 


A local physician has charge of our work, spending three months 
on each service. Our Hospital is co-operating as in previous years 
by sending a student nurse each week to assist during the Clinic. 


We have had a busy and successful year and look forward to 
the continued interest of our Community in our work.

Dairies supplying milk and cream to Natick are located in Natick, 
Dover, Sherborn, Charles River, Framingham, Wayland, Holliston, 
Metcalf, Braggville, Medway, Millis, Hopkinton, Ashland, Fayville, 
Northboro, Southboro, Westboro, Upton, Marlboro, Hudson, and 
South Sudbury. Market milk and cream is received from Western 
Massachusetts, Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont. 


Local dairies were inspected by me several times during the 
year. Each month samples of milk and cream were taken from the 
dealers and Laboratory examination. Where the report from the 
Laboratory showed that the samples were not up to standard, an 
investigation was made and suggestions given to the dealers for over- 
coming the trouble, after which samples were again taken and sub- 
mitted to the Laboratory for examination. These Laboratory ex- 
aminations of samples of milk and cream each month, have resulted 
in better methods of handling milk and cream, and there has been 
a decided improvement in the milk and cream supply of the town. 


During the past year all the cattle owners in Natick, have placed 
their herds under State and Federal Supervision for the eradication 
of Tuberculosis.

In addition to the tests for butter fat, total solids, sediment 
and keeping qualities as carried out in previous years it was deemed 
advisable to institute several additional tests which have come into 
prominence because they furnish important information as to the 
safety of the milk. One of these tests consists in the examination of 
samples by means of the brom-thymol-blue indicator the other 
known as the Stewart-Slack method or test consists of examining 
microscopically the sediments from centrifuged samples. 

In cases where the samples were found by routine examination 
to be below standard special plating and cultural checks were con- 
ducted. In many instances a bacterial count was made. 

By means of the various tests employed an accurate record of 
each milk sample is obtained and in those instances when samples 
have shown something below standard the co-operation of dealers has 
been evidenced by the fact that subsequent tests have proven the milk 
up to standard. 

During the year a number of tests have been conducted on 
samples of cream. These consisted in examining for butter fat, 
acidity, keeping qualities and bacterial flora. 

While some variation exists and it is frequently necessary to 
notify the Milk Inspector of samples below standard in one respect 
or another it may be said that the milk supply of Natick has during 
the year proven to be of good standard.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The municipal affairs of the Town of Natick for the fiscal year 1931 
were brought to a close by the Board of Selectmen as the administrative . 
officers of the Town. 


Natick, like many of her sister Towns and Cities, has felt the heavy 
hand of unemployment, but the fine reputation of the Town of Natick 
for meeting its municipal obligations, coupled with the high character of 
her officers, has enabled our Town Treasurer to borrow money with 
which to meet our maturing municipal obligations. 


The Board of Selectmen has felt it necessary to curtail in every par- 
ticular. Rigid economy has not only been practised by the Board, but it 
has been urged upon every other officer and department with which the 
Selectmen has had the pleasure and duty to co-operate. Many proposed 
measures looking to the development and betterment of our Town have 
been postponed until things in general return to normalcy. 


As Town fathers we believe that for the present, money should only 
be appropriated for necessary town work and uses. 


Early in the year 1931 we invited the Selectmen and Town officers of 
Framingham to meet our Board and Town Officers at the Selectmen’s 
Room to discuss and consider the disposal of Natick and Framingham 
sewerage, through the Metropolitan Sewerage System. We felt that if 
Natick is to expand in the Westerly and Northwesterly sections the sewer 
beds would have a retarding effect upon such development, and that both 
the Natick and Framingham beds should be abolished. In making a care- 
ful survey of this matter we were greatly aided by Mr. Francis L. Sellew, 
of Natick, an engineer with the Massachusetts State Department of Pub- 
lic Works, who attended our joint meeting, and enlightened officers of 
both towns with his very constructive ideas on sewerage disposal. We 
have been assured by the Selectmen and Officers of Framingham that 
the ultimate abolition of the sewer beds, and our connection with the 
Metropolitan Sewerage System will have their moral support. We hope 
that within the next three years we, or our successors in office, may be 
permitted to suggest to the citizens in Town Meeting a program for the 
disposal of Natick and Framingham sewerage through Metropolitan 
Sewerage System. 


This year has witnessed for the first time the granting of licenses for 
Sunday evening moving pictures in Natick, for other than charitable 
purposes. This question was fully discussed before a public meeting held 
by the Board of Selectmen and after hearing the “pros and cons” on the 
question it was finally decided to grant a license for Sunday movies as 
an experiment, to determine if the nature of the entertainment, and the 
opening of the local theatre, was in keeping with the observation of the 
Sabbath. We have found the Colonial Theatre has been over-zealous 
in providing clean and interesting pictures for young and old, and that 
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these Sunday evening shows are attended in a large part by those who 
may not have had the opportunity. of attending moving pictures during 
weekday evenings. We also considered that the granting of a license for 
Sunday evening movies would relieve the unemployment situation, and 
especially give work to residents of Natick, who are employed at the 
theatre. 


This year has also witnessed for the first time the granting of a license 
to the Natick and Wellesley Airport Corporation, for an aviation landing 
field on Worcester Street in this Town. While this branch of aviation is 
still in its infancy, we are assured that Natick is to be a regular station 
for the admission and discharge of passengers between Boston, New 
York, and points west. The Board has also been assured that many resi- 
dents of Natick may expect employment at the Airport just as quickly as 
this field of aviation shows development. 


Your Board was called upon by the Governor of this Commonwealth 
to name a Committee to be known as Natick Unemployment Committee, 
to co-ordinate with the State Committee on unemployment, appointed by 
Goy. Ely. We have had every reason to believe that our local Committee 
has done excellent work in soliciting funds with which to place many 
heads of families who have been out of employment, at light work, for a 
fair day’s wages. Especially, was it reassuring to find that during the 
week before Christmas the Committee on Unemployment put to work 
about every available unemployed man in the Town, and, because of this, 
many heads of families were better able to provide for their families 
during the Christmas holidays. 


In the matter of extending relief to many unfortunate families in 
Natick we must again call attention to the fine work performed by the 
religious and fraternal organizations of our Town. It is indeed inspiring 
that in a time such as we have been through, so many people are willing 
to work and help by contributing money and services to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of their less fortunate brothers and sisters. On behalf of the 
citizens of the Town of Natick, we call attention to the generous and 
philanthropic motives which actuated the Natick Police Department and 
the Natick Fire Department, and other officers and employees of our 
Town in giving a portion of their wages and salaries to relieve the un- 
employed. They may well be recorded in the records of our Town. We 
again offer our thanks to the officers and employees of all other depart- 
ments, and to the citizens of Natick who aided, assisted and co-operated 
with us for the past year in our duties as Selectmen.

AMENDMENTS TO THE TRAFFIC RULES AND ORDERS 
~.MADE’BY THE SELECTMEN IN THE YEAR 1930. 
“s Be it enacted by the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Natick and 
by the authority of Chapter 357 Acts of 1928 as amended as follows :— 


PARKING TIME LIMITED IN DESIGNATED PLACES. 


Section twenty-eight of Article 6 of the Traffic Rules and Regulations 
of the Town of Natick is hereby amended by adding at the end of para- 
graph (B) the following: 


Section twenty-eight A. The operator of a vehicle shall not park such 
ivehicle for longer than two hours at any time between the hours of 8 a.m. 
‘and 10 p.m. of any day in the following described districts: 


_ (C) West side of South Main Street from West Central Street to 
East Street. 


(D) East and west sides of Main Street from West Central Street 
to the Boston and Albany Railroad tracks. 


(E) North and south sides of Pond Street from South Main Street to 
Ptain Street. 


(F) North and south sides of West Central Street from Main Street 
to Spring Street. 


(G) East and west sides of Washington Street from South Avenue to 
East Central Street. 


(H) North and south sides of South Avenue from Main ‘Street to 
Washington Street. 


(1) South and north sides of Summer Street from Main Street to 
Spring Street. . 


(J) South side of Court Street from Main Street to Washington Street. 
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(K) East and west sides of North Main Street from Boston and Albany 
Railroad tracks to Cochituate Street. 


: (L) East and west sides of Adams Street from South Avenue to Court 
treet. 


STOPPING, STANDING AND PARKING. 


Section twenty-two of Article 6 of the aforesaid rules and regulations 
relative to Stopping, Standing and Parking is hereby amended by adding 
at the end of paragraph (20) the following: 


Section twenty-two A. It shall be unlawful for the operator of a 
vehicle to stop, stand or park such vehicle in the following named places, 
except when necessary to avoid conflict with other traffic or in compli- 
ance with the directions of a police officer or traffic sign or signal. 


(21) On the east side of South Main Street from Common Street to 
East Street. 


(22) On the north side of Pond Street from South Main Street to 
Kimball Court. 


Sections twenty-eight and twenty-two of Article 6 shall be effective 
only during such time as official signs are erected and maintained in each 
block designating the provisions of these sections and located so as to 
be easily visible at all times to approaching drivers. 


Sufficient number of such signs must be provided so that a car cannot - 
be parked in a limited or prohibited parking place without having the 
legend side of such a sign, clearly setting forth the parking regulations 
thereat, visible from that location. 


VEHICLES PROHIBITED ON CERTAIN WaAyY DuRING CERTAIN PERIOD OF 
YEAR, 


Article 7 of the aforesaid rules and regulations is amended by adding 
an additional section, to wit, section 42, and reads as follows: 


It shall be unlawful for the operator of a vehicle to enter Mill Road 
situated between Pleasant Street and Eliot Street in that part of said 
Natick known as South Natick, from May 1, to Ocober 1, inclusive, of 
any year, unless authorized so to do by a police officer. 


This section shall be effective only during such time as official signs 
are erected and maintained at each of the two entrances so that at least 
one sign will be clearly visible, for a distance of at least 100 feet, to 
automobile drivers approaching such an entrance. 


ARTICLE 3—TRAFFIC SIGNS AND SIGNALS 


Article 3 of the aforesaid rules and regulations is hereby amended by 
striking out the wording of section 10 and inserting in place thereof the 
following: 
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Section 10. TRAFFIC CoNTROL SIGNAL LEGEND. 


Colors in traffic control signals shall have the commands ascribed to 
them in this section, and no other meanings, and no driver of a vehicle 
or operator of a railway car shall fail to comply with said commands, 
except when otherwise directed by a police officer or lawful traffic regu- 
lating sign, signal or device. 


(1) RED: While the red lens is illuminated, no driver of a vehicle 
facing the signal shall enter the intersection, provided, however, that if 
a right, left or vertical green arrow is illuminated at the same time, a 
driver may enter the intersection to make the movement permitted by the 
green arrow or arrows. 


(2) YELLOW: While the yellow lens is illuminated no waiting driver 
of a vehicle shall proceed until the green lens is illuminated ;—and any 
driver of a vehicle approaching the intersection who can stop said 
vehicle with safety before reaching the intersection or a marked stop line, 
shall stop at such point, provided, however, that if a right, left or vertical 
green arrow is illuminated at the same time a driver may enter the inter- 
section to make the movement permitted by the green arrow or arrows. 


(3) GREEN: While the green lens is illuminated, the driver of a 
vehicle facing the signal may proceed in any direction, notwithstanding 
the use or not of any special right, left or vertical green arrow lens which 
may be incorporated in such signal. 


(3a) SPECIAL GREEN ARROWS: When a special right, left or 
vertical (meaning straight ahead) green arrow lens is incorporated in a 
signal drivers facing said signal may, regardless of either red or yellow 
indications, turn right or left or go straight ahead, respectively, in 
accordance with the movement permitted by the green arrow or arrows 
illuminated at the time. 


In no case shall a driver proceed without due regard for the safety of 
those persons already within the intersection. 


(4) RED AND YELLOW: While the red and yellow lenses are 
illuminated together no driver of a vehicle shall enter the intersection, 
and during such time the intersection shall be reserved for the exclusive 
use of pedestrians. 


(5) FLASHING RED: The red lens when illuminated with rapid 
intermittent flashes shall indicate those intersections at which a driver 
is required by law to stop before entering. 


(6) FLASHING YELLOW: The yellow lens when illuminated with 
rapid intermittent flashes shall indicate the presence of a hazard and 
shall permit drivers to proceed only with caution. 


The word “intersection” as used in this section shall mean any inter- 
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section of one or more ways with another and any intersection of ways 
with a railroad.

George Chandler Fairbanks was born in Natick, January 6, 1852, the 
second son of John B. and Caroline (Cummings) Fairbanks, and a lineal 
descendant of Jonathan Fairbanks, who came from England in 1633 set- 
tling in Dedham where he built the old Fairbanks house, which is still 
standing. His father was a native of Medfield who came to Natick in 
1845 to engage in shoemaking and became closely identified with Henry 
Wilson in his political career. It was through his friendship he secured 
the postmastership in 1865. 

His education was in the public schools of the town and at the age of 
13 he entered the post office under his father, in conjunction with which 


they conducted a small general store and news stand. At the age of 16 
he was appointed Assistant Postmaster and served until 1870. At the age 
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of 21 he was admitted to partnership with his father and the business 
was conducted under the firm name of J. B. Fairbanks & Son until 1898 
when, upon the death of his father, George C. Fairbanks, Jr., was taken 
into the business and the name changed to Fairbanks & Son. 


In 1882 the Natick Bulletin was in financial difficulties and about to, 
suspend publication when it was suggested that he purchase it. After 
an hour’s deliberation he decided to try his hand at the editorship, and 
on January 20th the first edition under his management made its appear- 
ance. Within a year he had it on a sound financial basis although warned 
by the banks and moneyed interests of the town, who were interested in 
another local publication, to sell them the business or be driven out. 
Within five years it became the leading paper of the town and has since 
held its prestige and position. ’ 


For a number of years he was active in the Press Associations of the 
State, serving as President of the Suburban Press Association in 1903-04, 
and of the Massachusetts Press Association from 1905 to 1909, during 
which time he was instrumental in bringing about its incorporation and 
later a consolidation of the two bodies. He was a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the National Editorial Association for many years 
and in 1907 represented that body before the Congressional Committee 
on Postal Rates. 


He had always taken an active interest in town affairs and in the same 
fashion which has characterized his own business, he became a leader in 
projects which would tend to the improvement of Natick as a com- 
munity. He had served the town in many capacities and his first public 
office was the office of Town Auditor which was created in 1884. He 
was selected for the position which he held for two years. In 1909 he 
represented the town in the General Court, where he secured the passage 
of the bill permitting the taxation of public service corporations on con- 
duits and wire on private property, bringing a large return in taxes for 
Natick. He also secured the release of Dug Pond from the control of 
the Metropolitan Water Board so that it might become public property 
for the benefit of the town. 


For nine years he was on the Board of Park Commissioners, during 
which time he raised money through the Bulletin for the purchase of 
Lincoln Park which was presented to the town on the 100th anniversary 
of Lincoln’s birth. He laid out the park system with bathing beaches 
and bath houses at the Town Park; set out trees and shrubs on the Com- 
mon; erected bleachers and started the development of the Coolidge Field 
and beautiful Old Town Park; Lincoln and Washburn Parks. In later 
years he secured a ten-acre addition to Town Park at Dug Pond for an 
athletic field, and the Henry Wilson Memorial Park at West Natick was 
a result of his work. 


lor years he served on the Appropriation Committee of the town, and 
for more than thirty years had been a delegate and attended the Repub- 
lican State Conventions. 


Through the Bulletin, he raised the money for the entire membership 
of Post 63, G. A. R., to attend the National Encampment at Washington. 
When Company L of the 9th Regiment was ordered to the Mexican 
border, he was Chairman of the Co. L. Benefit Association which for- 
warded over $2,000 to the local company during their tour of duty there. 
During the World War he was chairman of the local Public Safety Com- 
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mittee and a member of the Executive Committee of the Liberty Loan 
and Red Cross drives. He served as chairman of the committee which 
erected the new high school and numerous other committees to carry out 
public projects. 


For the past ten years he had been President of the Trustees of the 
Maria Hayes Home for Aged Persons and was given the entire charge 
of the remodeling and furnishing, which he acquired without cost to the 
Home. His interest was largely centered in this enterprise to which he 
gave liberally of both time and money and at the time of his death was 
actively engaged in securing plans and funds for an addition, the original 
house having nearly reached capacity. 


Nine years he served as president of the Natick Commercial Club, 
during which time he was instrumental in securing the New England 
Pressed Steel, Griess-Pfleger Tanning Co., Natick Tag & Label Co., the 
two Dean factories and several smaller industries for the town. 


He was a charter member of the Henry Wilson Co-operative Bank and 
for a number of years was a director; and was also Auditor of the 
N. P. U. for many years. He had been President of the Natick Building 
Association since its incorporation and a Director of the Natick Trust 
Company.

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REPORT OF STATE AUDITOR 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Mr. Lyman A. Brown, Chairman 
Natick, Massachusetts

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts of the 
town of Natick for the period from January 1, 1930 to October 3, 
1931, made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General 
Laws. This report is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. 
Edward H. Fenton, Chief Accountant of this Division.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Natick for the period from 
January 1, 1930, to October 3, 1931, and submit the following report: 


The records of the financial transactions of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town were examined 
and reconciled with the books of the treasurer and the town ac- 
countant. 


The books and records in the town accountant’s office were ex- 
amined and checked, the records of receipts being compared with the 
treasurer's books and the records in the several departments collect- 
ing money for the town. The reported disbursements were checked 
by a comparison of the approved bills and pay-rolls with the warrants 
and the treasurer’s books. 


The appropriation and loan accounts were checked with the town 
clerk’s memoranda of town meeting votes, as the town clerk’s records 
of town meetings have not been written in the book for several years. 
Although it was recommended in the previous report that the official 
record of the town meetings be written up, apparently no attempt 
has been made to follow the recommendation. 


The ledger accounts were checked and analyzed, the necessary 
correcting and adjusting entries were made, a trial balance was taken 
off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
perrd showing the financial condition of the town as of October 3, 
1931. 
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The appended balance sheet as of October 3, 1931, indicates that 
the town is not in satisfactory financial condition. The surplus revenue. 
of $5,014. 43 is more than offset by uncollected taxes of 1930 and prior 
years aggregating $197,887.70, and unless collection of these outstand- 
ing taxes is promptly enforced, the town treasurer will be unable to 
comply with the provisions of Section 4, Chapter 44, General Laws, 
as affecting the payment of temporary loans in anticipation of revenue. 


It was noted that appropriations aggregating $29,043.02 were 
voted by the town at the annual town meeting in 1931 to be taken from 
surplus revenue. Attention is called to the fact that appropriations 
from surplus revenue for departmental purposes may not be voted 
unless such appropriations are represented by free cash in the treasury. 
That there was no free cash available when the appropriations were 
voted is evidenced by the fact that, although the surplus revenue 
account amounted approximately to $34,000 on December 31, 1930, 
there were uncollected taxes on that date of about $390,000. 


Attention in this connection is called to Section 23, Chapter 59, 
General Laws, as amended by Chapter 428, Acts of 1931, which re- 
quires that the assessors raise all sums appropriated since the last 
preceding annual tax assessment, and which also provides that de- 
ductions on account of appropriations voted from available funds in 
the treasury may be made by the assessors only upon the approval 
of the Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The reported receipts as recorded on the cash book were 
checked with reports made to the accountant and with the depart- 
mental records, while the payments by the treasurer were compared 
with the warrants authorizing them and with the accountant’s books. 


The cash book was footed for the period covered by the audit and 
the cash balance was verified by an actual count of the cash on hand 
and a reconciliation of the bank account with a statement furnished 
by the bank. 


_The payments of debt and interest were checked with the amounts 
falling due and with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the trust 
funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined, and the 
income was proved. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. 


The commitments of taxes and assessments were added and 
reconciled with the assessors’ warrants, the recorded collections were 
checked in detail with the commitment books and the payments to 
the treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s and the accountant’s 
books. The abatements were checked with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the accountant’s ledger accounts. A further verifica- 
tion of the outstanding accounts was made by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The unapportioned street betterment assessments, as well as the 
sidewalk bills committed to the collector, were examined, the out- 
standing accounts were listed, and the payments to the treasurer 
were checked with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 


The collector’s cash balance was verified by an actual count of 
the cash on hand and by a reconciliation of the bank account with a 
statement furnished by the bank. It was found that the cash was 
$4,491.99 in excess of the amount called for by the cash books, due to 
the fact that the collector deposited personal funds in the collector’s 
bank account. 


In order to verify the outstanding accounts, it was necessary to 
check all transactions in detail, which consumed considerable time 
and added materially to the cost of the audit. Errors in the record- 
ing of collections and in reporting receipts to the treasurer were 
found, and the necessary adjusting and correcting entries were made. 


In checking the abatements, it was found that abatements granted 
on property on which the tax had been paid were, in some cases, 
applied to taxes of other levies. Abatements granted by assessors 
should be used only in connection with the taxes to which the abate- 
ments are applicable, and if it is found that a tax has already been 
paid, a refund should be authorized. 


Some of the street betterment assessments are considerably over- 
due and have not been added to the tax bills. The attention of the 
assessors is called to Section 13, Chapter 80, General Laws, as 
amended. 


In many cases the warrant given by the assessors did not agree 
with the detailed list of taxes and assessments committed to the tax 
collector, and errors were found in the assessors’ records of abate- 
ments granted, there being duplicate abatements, over-abatements, 
and abatements granted which were not reported to the tax collector. 


In the previous audit report, a recommendation was made, which 
was not followed, that the assessors notify the tax collector of all 
abatements granted, as required by Section 60, Chapter 59, General 
Laws, as amended. The town accountant should also be notified 
monthly of abatements granted, as required by Section 23-B, oer 
59, General Laws. 


The tax collector made collections in some cases, on additional 
taxes which were not added to the commitment book, nor reported 
to the town accountant. 


The receipts of the town clerk’s department for sporting and for 
dog licenses issued were examined, and the payments to the State 
and the county, respectively, were verified with the receipts on file. 
The cash balance was verified by a count of the cash and by a recon- 
cilation of the bank account. 


The financial records of Leonard Morse Hospital were not ex- 
amined as the annual audit of the hospital was being made at the 
same time as the town audit. 


The books and accounts of the water and the sewer departments 
were examined, the records of charges and abatements were verified, 
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and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. The payments 
to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s 
books. 


The records of receipts of the building inspector for permits 
issued were checked. The payments to the treasurer were compared 
with the treasurer's and the auditor’s books, it being found that 
there was $921 due the town, which was paid to the town treasurer 
before the close of the audit. It is recommended that permits be 
entered promptly in the records, and that payments be made to the 
treasurer each month or oftener. 


The receipts and expenditures of the treasurer of Morse Institute 
Library were verified, and the cash balance was proved. 


The records of receipts from the sealer of weights and measures, 
the town scales, licenses issued by the selectmen, gasoline permits, 
as well as the health, school, and public welfare departments, were 
examined, and the payments to the treasurer were checked with the 
treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 


It was noticed that the receipts from the cafeteria at the Junior 
High School are being expended for materials and supplies for the 
cafeteria, which is contrary to the provisions of Section 53, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ments of the sinking funds and of the several trust funds in the 
custody of the Board of Public Welfare, the treasurer of the Leonard 
Morse Hospital, and the treasurer of the Morse Institute Library 
were examined, the income and the expenditures being verified. In 
connection with the trust fund investments, attention is again called 
to Section 54, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


The surety bonds furnished by the departmental officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 


Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, and depart- 
mental accounts, together with tables showing the transactions of the 
sinking and trust funds. 


During the process of the audit, uniform courtesy was extended 
by the several officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, I wish to express appreciation.

outlived its usefulness. 


I consider this an economic nteasure as it will save running the 
much heavier and expensive pieces of apparatus and equipment 
through the woods, fields, etc. 


The larger pumps should be left at the Station for any emergency 


that may arise. I recommend an appropriation of $2,000.00 for this 
item. 


I consider the fire loss this past year very small in comparison with 
the amount of property involved, as indicated in my report on the 
last page. 


We were unfortunate in losing one life, that of an elderly lady, in 
the fire of December eighth last, which occurred when in some man-

ner her clothing caught fire and she was beyond all aid when removed 
from the burning building. 


In accordance with the vote of the Town Meeting, a new Inhalator 
has been purchased and placed in service, instruction given the men 
in the operation of the same. It has proved satisfactory on every 
occasion we have had to use it.

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REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


February 16, 1932. 


The Legal Department of the Town of Natick has been brought 
to a close for the year 1931 with a marked decrease in litigation. Here- 
tofore, many claims and suits have been brought by residents and 
non-residents alleging personal injuries on account of the defects in the 
highways and sidewalks. 


During the past year our highways and sidewalks have been kept 
in excellent condition which has reduced the number of claims. I 
believe this year there has been but one claim against the Town of 
Natick for alleged sidewalk and highway damages. 


In November last the Board of Tax Appeals for the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts was created. It opened its quarters at No. 20 Som- 
erset Street, Boston, Mass., to those owners of real estate who might 
desire to appeal from the decision of the local Board of Assessors 
relative to assessments. A few non-resident owners have filed appeals 
from the decision of our local Board and these cases are pending. I 
believe this new feature of law and procedure will add to some extent 
to the duties now performed by the legal representatives for the 
Town. 


During the current year I have had many requests for opinions and 
rulings from every one of the Departments of our Town Government, 
and I have attempted to decide them fairly and expeditiously, and in 
accordance with the law. 


I wish to take this occasion of thanking the Board of Selectmen, 
Town Clerk, Town Auditor, and the heads of other Departments for 
their courtesy and co-operation with me and my Department.
